Evacuate Troops 


Allied Headquarters in North Africa, April 
l l (A P )—The Allied forces in Tunisia have 
driven up to Marshal Erwin Rommel’s moun­ 
tain defenses ringing Tunis and Bizerte, a 
communique from Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower’s headquarters announced today, and 
American and 
British aircraft have de­ 
stroyed 84 more Axis planes.
